WHITE PLAGUE |& 
VICTIMS AIDED) 


Tuberculosis Association Has 
470 Patients in Charge and 
Is Doing Great Work. 


The Atlanta Tuberculosis associa- 
tion now has 470 tubercular patients 
in its care, and is doing a great work 
for those afflicted with the dread 
white plague, according to a report 
made by the secretary, Miss Rosa 
Lowe. 

Miss Lowe hag carefully compiled 
a full history of the fight which is be- 
ing made against tuberculosis in the 
state and in Atlanta. She pays a high 
tribute to Captain W: G. Raoul, to 
whom, she says, is due great honor 
and credit for the organized efforts 
which are waged against the disease 
and to help the unfortunate victims. 

In her report she says that the cham- 
ber of commerce is trying to ralse a 
fund of $300,000 to aid the movement, 
and that success should crown its ef- 
forts. 

Dispensary Established. 
She says that many years ago the 
Fulton County Medical association un- 
dertook to arouse the public to the 
necessity of fighting the white plague. 
Practical work was begun, and the 
Atlanta Associated Charities took up 
the work and a free dispensary was 
the result on April 1, 1907, which was 
supported by Captain Raoul and John 
J. Eagan. On March 1, 1909, the At- 
lanta Tuberculosis and Visiting Nurse 
associati-n was organized, with Gov- 
ernor W. J. Northen as president; 
Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, first vice 
president; H, D. Davis, treasurer; Miss 
Rosa Lowe, secretary; Captain W. G. 
Raoul, chairman of ways and means 
committee; Dr. Claude Smith, chair- 
man lecture committee, and Dr. R. R. 
Daly, chairman dispensary committee. 

Next came the state sanitarium near 
Alto, Ga., in Habersham county. 

The great good that was-being done 
became so apparent ...at Atlanta and 
Fulton county joined in establishing 
the Battle Hill sanitarium. Captain 
Raoul and Steve R. Johnston, now 
president of the Anti Tuberculosis as- 
sociation, started the movement, and 
the necessary money was scon secured.

How the Birds Protect Our 
Orchards. 

(From the October Home Progress 
Magazine, ) 

A very interesting experiment by 
Mr. E. H. Forbush, state orn.thologist 
of Massachusetts, shows how the biids

As a result of 
the birds, tnstead ot leav- 
ing when the snow fell, remained; and 
ghickadees, nuthatches, woodpeckers

Chicago, November 9.—Attorneys for 
Jack Johnson, the negro pugilist, 
failed today to sue out a writ of ha- 
beas corpus and the negro remained 
in the county jail, where he was sent 
upon failure -to provide a 
satisfactory bond of $30,000. 

Meanwhile Federal Atturney Wilker- 
son questioned witnesses from whom 
they expected to obtain additional facts 
relating to Johnson's activities in so 
far as they came under sections of the 
Mann white slave act. 

Judge Landis left the city today to 
be gone until Monday, which prac- 
removed Johnson's chances of 
gaining his freedom until next week. 
It was declared by the federal district 
attorney’s office that only a bond sat- 
isfactory to Judge Landis Monday or 
an appeal directly to the United States 
supreme court could effect Johnson's 
release until the courts had adjusted 
his affairs.

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GREEKS CAPTURE SALONIK 


Relentlessly Allies Force Turk Back 
on Constantinople and Its 
Fall Is Imminent. 


‘{.ondon, November 9.—Another mile- 

stone in the victorious sweep of the 
Balkan allies was the entry of the 
Greek entry into Saloniki, which means 
almost as much to the Greeks as the 
ancient capital Uskup to the Servians. 
Crown Prince Constantine, after anin- 
terview with the commandant and the 
foreign consuls, received the surrender 
of the Turkish army under conditions 
Imposed by him. 

The report of a masscre in the city 
has not been confirmed, and is not 
credited. Twenty-five thousand Turks 
gave up their arms and were paroled 
until the end of the war. All foreign- 
ers apparently are safe, and will be 
able to depart by ship if they so de- 
sire. 

The Bulgarians and Servians have 
_taken another important seaport, Kav- 
ala, to the east of Saloniki, and an im- 
portant town on the railroad to 
Constantinople, ©Cumurjina, further 
etrengthening their footholds in the 
cordon separating the main Turkish 
armies in the east from the scattered 
sarrisons in the west. 

Still Forcing Back the Turk. 


The complicated pian of campaign in 
Thrace is being carried out without 
noteworthy reverses. Adrianople hoids 
out, but tne important work which Bui- 
waria has in hand is forcing back the 
Turk to nis Ccapttal; and tms continues 
reientiessiy.

A dreaded auxtiary of war tn the 
form of pestilence typhoid is spread- 
ing throughout the army and may 
cost the conquerers and the conquered 
more lives than the bullets, since 
neither of them has medical forces 
equal to combat with an epidemic. 

The Observer sounds the alarm ‘that 
the international situation is graver 
than few in milHions suspect. 
Bulgarians to Enter Constantinople. 

When last reports were dispatched 
from the front there was every evi- 
dence of the early fall before the Bul- 
garian attack of the line of forts at 
Tchatalja, in front of Constantinople, 
while the fortress «f Adrian»ovl. ap- 
pears to be slowly succumbing to the 
Bulgarian bombardment and _ starva- 
tion and disease.

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Equal Suffrage. 


New . York,: November 9%.—Fifteen 
thousand cheering and singing women 
and men celebrated with a brilliant 
parade in this city tonight the recent 
addition of four stars to the woman 


suffrage flag. 

Through Fifth avenue—a lighted 
conyon of hotels, restaruants and 
clubs—a stream of flaring vermillion 
lights showed for miles, the course 
“votes for women” 
enthusiasts from all sections of the 
country Each of the ten “suffrage 
states” was represented by women 
leaders in the equal suffrage move- 
ment there. “Ohio, the eleventh,” 
read a transparency at the head of 
one of the divisions. 

When the parade was over, women 
mounted platforms and soap boxes in 
Union square and for several hours 
made speeches for “the cause.” Thou- 
sands of persons crowded about to lis- 
ten. Several hundred thousand others 
had lined Fifth avenue to watch the 
marchers. 

Floats and Golden Chariots. 
Four floats and a half dozen ;solden 
chariots, drawn by white horses, 
driven by white-zgowned women with 
yellow sashes, featured the parade. 
Each float and chariot represented 
One of the suffragette states. Floats 
representing Kansas, Michigan and 
Arizona, where the vote was given 
women at the electicas, were in front. 
“Kansas for liberty,” read a trans- 
parency. ‘ Michigan or co-operation,” 
‘Oregon for freedom,” and “arizona for 
justice,” were other texts. 

A score of women 
ing the chill night air, were sweeping 
white robes instead of furs and long 
coats, and sounding the strains ‘f 
the triumphal marchfrom “Aida,” led 
the long time. Only a few of the suf- 
fragists, the very el¢ rly among them, 
rode in c.rriages. Nearly every na- 
tion "ty, not excepting China, was 
represented. 

Each marcher carried at  cane’s 
length a vermillion lantern. In their 
light a thousand yell.w flags flut- 
tered. “Votes for women,” each read 
in black lettering. Hundreds of ban- 
ners bore other inscriptions. “I voted 
an hour bc’ore leaving my state,” an- 
nounced a banner carried by Dr. Maud 
Parker, of Seattle. : 

Women Chanted as They Marched, 

Each division of the procession was 
led by representatives of a suffrage 
society, or a@ political organization. 
Bach had its distinctive style of dress 
and color. Each chorused or chanted 
Some sentiment advocating equal suf- 
frage. “Four, four—four states 
States more,” cried one division itn a 
Single voice, and the crowd upon the 
sidewalk joined in the refrain. , 

“The world moves on. Wake up, 
New York, and give your women 
votes,” sang a chorus of 200 men and 
women, marching nine abreast, the 
men in black surplices and the women 
in white. The battalion was one of 
the most impressive of the parade. 

The men’s division was not the least 
interesting to the spectators. Led by 
the men’s League for Woman's Suf- 
frage, the large compact body of pa- 
raders, wearing yellow chrysanthe- 
mums, Was notable because of the 
number of college men it contained. 
The men paraders wore lanterns in 
their hats.

It is also stated in the petition that 
the damage which would. result from 
the demolition of the old plant would 
be irreparable, and that if the mayor 
refused payment to the Destructor com- 
pany it would abandon the contract, 
and the city would be without a crem- 
atory to destroy the garbage. It was 
represented to the court that Dr. W. L. 
Gilbert, president of the board of 
health, threatens and is preparing to 
tear down the plant, and that he has 
no authority. It is set forth that the 
ecrematory is under the jurisdiction of 
the mayor and council, and that no 
power in the premises has been dele- 
gated to Dr. Gilbert. 

The injunction will.stay the work of 
tearing down the stack. City Attorney 
Mayson will be served with a copy of 
the restraining order, and will prob- 
ably be ready to proceed with the hear- 
ing. The order does not prevent the 
Destructor company from proceeding 
with the grading of the site, which, it 
is understood, will commence bright 
and early Monday morning. Sales En- 
gineer Dowd, of the Destructor com- 
pany, will be joined Monday by General 
Manager Nutting.

1907, Hockin came to me while I was 
working on the Ford building in De- 
troit.

“Hockin said the executive of the 
union had. decided to clean out. the 
open shop concerns and I was the man 
to do it. He said, ‘You used to work 
in a stone quarry and you know how 
to use explosives. You'll be paid by 
the union.’

Board of Arbitration. 

Sitting en the bench in the federal 
courtroom, as the final arbiter in the 
settlement of this strike question for 
which railroad and union men all over 
the country are enxiously waiting, is 
a unique man—Judge William L. 
CtHtambers, of Washington, D. C. Years 
of study has he spent over the question 
of strikes and arbitration, and his 
methods of solution go to the very root 
of all difficulties tn schemes of arbi- 
tration—the removal of prejudice. On 
his right sits Charles A. Wickersham, 
president of the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad, who is appointed as teh 
representative of the Georgia railroad 
on the board. On his left sits F. A. 
Burgess, assistant grand chief of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
who represents the unions. But the 
witnesses do not argue to them, they 
point their every statement direct at 
Judge Chambers, who sits in the center 
with an open mind, quick to grasp 
every point and turn in the evidence, 
weighing the merit of it all in his 
judicial mind. 

Judge Chambers himself was the 
cause of the argument coming to a 
sensational heag at the short two- 
hour session of Saturday morning. The 
real kernel of the contention would 
never have come out at the first sées- 
sion if he had not interrupted and in- 
exPlanation of 
quoted in letters being read 
by Vice President T. A. Gregg, of the 
Order of Railway Conductors. 

Sessions Are Oven. 

After the three arbitrators had first 
met and decided that the sessions 
should be open to reporters and the 
@eneral public, and also that counsel 
would not be introduced to argue the 
case, they settled down on the bench 
and gave the floor to Vice President 
Grege. who was to outline the entire 
eontention of the unions Lefore intro- 
ducing witnesses. It was anticipated 
that Mr. Gregs’s speech would con- 
sume the entire first session. 

Going back to the very beginning of 
the question, Mr. Greeg read lengthy 
eorresrondence relating to the dismis.- 
sal of the men, 
followed, the appearance of himself 
a®4 Vice President Murdock, of the 
trainmen, in Augusta and their at- 
tempts to get a he*ring on the. ques- 
tion before the railroad officials, and 
then of a conference between them- 
selves and Superintendent Brand. 

When Mr. Gregg was then in the 
midst of reading a lengthy letter from 
Superintendent Brand, in which refer- 
ence was made to the statement of la- 
bor men that Paschal was dismissed 
because he was a committeeman, Judge 
Chambers stopped Mr. Grega@s argu- 
ment to ask for an explanation. The 
open charge was then made for the 
very first time during the arbitration 
that animus was the cause of the dis- 
missals.

Morgan were dismissed because of ac- 
tivity as committeemen that they 
voted for the strike,” said Mr: Gregg. 
“We have contended for some time 
with the Georgia railroad’s unfavora- 
ble attitude to union leaders. An en- 
tire general committee was dismissed 
by the railroad at ond time in Augusta, 
and several committeemen of the 
trainmen have in the past been dis- 
missed. 

"Many labor men won't serve on 
committees for us, because they know 
their jobs will be in danger the mo- 
ment they accept the positions.” 

Charles A. Wickersham here inter- 
rupted from the bench and asked if 
they would produce evidence to show 
good cause for the men holding that 
opinion of the railroad’s attitude. Mr. 
Gregg replied that they had not in- 
tended to go into that detall, but that 
there were men in the audience right 
then who could testify to the justness 
of their opinions, if they were not 
afraid of losing their jobs because of 
their testimony. 

Solemnly holding up his right hand, 
President Scott arose and said: “I 
pledge my word that no man who tes- 
tifies here shall be dismissed because 
of what he says.” 


Dismissed Six Days Later. 

Vice President Murdock then out- 
lined the reasons for their believing 
the railroad had acted from animus. 
He told how Conductor Paschal had 
presented the pay roll for conductors 
on May 29, which followed his former 
activity as committeeman, and how he 
was dismissed on June 5, six days 
later. 

“There has been one long, never- 
changing discrimination against com- 
mitteemen,”’ said Mr. Murdock. “There 
have been violations of the 16-hour law 
on many occasions without being fol- 
lowed by dismissal, and men have 
made mistakes in accounts worse than 
that charged to Morgan, and they have 
not been so severely dealt with as he 
was.” 

An interesting development of the 
session was the fact brought out that, 
Vice Fresidents Gregg and Murdock, 
who had handled the labor men’s in- 
terests during the entire course of the 
strike question, had never met Presi- 
dent T. K. Scott, of the Georgia rail- 
road, until the opening of the arbitra- 
tion Saturday morning. This was 
brought out by a question of Mr. Bur- 
gess, sitting on the bench, addressed 
to Mr. Murdock on the witness stand, 
asking him when he first met Mr. 
Scott. 

“This very day have Mr. Gregg and 
I for the first time had the pleasure 
and privilege of meeting and shaking 
nands with Mr. Scott,” answered Mr. 
Murdock. He went on to explain that 
in all their dealings in other strikes 
in different parts of the country they 
had always dealt with the heads of 
the railroad organizations. 

Events Leading Up to Strike. 

The detailed narrative of. the events’ 
leading up to the strike was then re- 
sumed, after the half-hour of surpris- 
ing developments that followed Judge 
(“hambers’ drawing out of the labor 
men’s charge. Mr. Murdock, taking 


the place of Mr. Gregg, narrated the 


history of the Morgan case, telling how 
the flagman had been called as a wit- 
ness to a trial in Decatur, had been 
gone four days, but had been in actual 
attendance on court only three, turning 
in his expense account for four days. 
The account was sent back to him, 
and he corrected it. The union’s 
Claim was that even if Morgan was 
guilty of wrong in submitting the 
first expense account that did not 
merit dismissal, as many other such 
mistakes had been made in the Past 
and the punishment had been only 
slight.

Denies Socialist Report. 

In regard to a report to the effect 
that T. A. Gregg, vice president of the 
Order of Railway Conductors, stated 
Saturday morning at the Georgia rail- 
tion Loard that the road-held animus 
against J. T. Paschal because he was a 
socialist, union officials in Atlanta de- 
clare the report absolutely untrue.

A divided railroad commission yes- 
terday rendered a distinct compromise 
decision in the long-discussed ues- 
tien of pulling mileage on passenger 
trains, and handed down anorder that 
would be unsatisfactory to both par- 
ties to the controversy even if it were 


_ effective. 


The order says that mileage must 
be pulled on trains; but— 
It excludes interchangeable mileage 


books. me 
It does not providefor the checking 


of baggage. 

It excludes arbitrarily from its ben- 
efits cities having over 10,000 popula- 
tion by the 1910 census, thus exclud- 
ing passengers embarking at At-! 
Janta, Augusta, Athens, Savannah, 
Brunswick, Waycross, Macon, Colum- 
bus and Rome. 

The order was signed by Commis- 
sioners Hillyer, Trammell and Perry. 
It was strongly opposed by Chairman 
Candler, who wrote’ a vigorous dis- 
senting opinion, in which he was join- 
ed by Commissioner t.ay. 

In opposing the order Mr. Candler 
cites a long list of precedents cover- 
ing the law-of the case, and showing 
that the commission has no such au- 
thority. He quoted from the decision 
of the supreme court of the United 
States in the Lake*Shore and Michi- 
gan Svuthern case versus Smith, where 
it was held that the state law requir- 
ine railroads to sell mileage books at 
less tian the legal rates was uncon- 
stitutional and void. If the state can- 
not compe! roads to sell these special | 
low rate mileage books, it has no 
power over the voluntary sales vole 
special conditions except to see that 
there shall be no discrimination as 
between any part of the public. 
Mileage Books May Be Withdrawn. 

The suggestion has been made that 
the railroads in the southeastern ter- 
ritory will refuse to sell mileage 
books for use in Georgia after Feb- 
ruary 1 next, holding that the corm- 
mission has no power to make them 
enter into these contracts for a serv- 
ice to be performed under special con- 
ditions at a lower rate than the max- 
imum fixed by law. 

If this action is taken by the rail- 
roads the traveling men will start a 
counter fight to bring about the adop- 
tion of a flat 2-cent rate in the state. 

Here is the order:

Furthermore, if the 
roads wanted to sell these toupon 
tickets, the commission could not pre- 
vent them from attaching certain con- 
ditions so long as there was no dis- 
crimination practiced. 

He said mileage books had these 
five characteristics: They were, first, 
issued under a voluntary iwgreement; 
interchangeable; third, 
were sold at less than the maximum 
rates prescribed by law; fourth, were 
accepted both for interstate and in- 
tra-state transportation; fifth, were 
sold to individual purchasers under 
special contracts. Continuing he said 
that the power of reguiating freight 
and passenger rates and of requiring 
just apd reasonable rates was con- 
ferred upon the state legislature by 
the constitution; and under the act of’ 
1879 the power to determine what are 
just and reasonable rates was given 
to the commission. The commission 
did not prescribe the actual rates 
which a road must charge, but fixed. 
maximum rates above which they. 
could not go. Rates lower than the 
maximum rates established by the. 
commission could be “voluntarily 
established” by the carriers, he said; ,; 
and the sale and acceptance of mile-! 


_age books was a voluntary act and not’ 
‘in fulfillment .of any legal duty or’ 


obligation and could not be “forced or| 
compelled by law.” 

Railroads,.he said, had the legal 
right to make reasonable rules and| 
regulations for the conduct of its busi-, 
ness in the transportation of passen- 
gers. These special contracts were 
undoubtedly legal, he said, and not 
opposed to public policy. Therefore, 

“I dissent from the order passed by 
the majority of the commission. 

“I believe it not only wrong in prin- 
ciple, but discriminatory, and so vague 
and indefinite in language as to be 
wholly impracticable, and will result 
in constant friction if enforced or at- 
tempted to be eniorced, if not in the 
withdrawal entirely of 2-cent fares in 
Georgia.” 

The Commission’s Judgment. 

Commissioner George Hillyer, in sup- 
porting the order in behalf of a ma- 
jority of the commission, said: 

Investigation of the sulject by this 
commission has been laborious ang at- 
tentive. We are especially indeLted 
tc Chairman Candler for the exceed- 
ingly comprehensive ang useful ma- 
terials gathered by him and laid be- 
fore us. I think there exists probably 
nowhere else tn any one collection so 
much of material that is useful] and 
inviting to the investigator as that 
we now have before us, mainly brought 
forward by our chairman. 

There are two’ methods of using 
mileage books; one is where the mite- 
age coupons are used in Heu of a 
ticket or tickets and are detached 
from the mileage book on the train by 
the conductor accordinz; to distance 
traveled by the passenger. This is 
what is usually called “pulling mile- 
age.”” The other method is where the 
mileage coupons are requireg to be 
detached from the book hy agents at 
the stations and used for the purchase 
of or exchange for the regular pas- 
senger tickets. This is called the “ex- 
change system.”’. These two phrases, 
“pulling mileage” and “exchange sys- 
tem,” have become so far sanctioned 
by usage as that for convenience we 
may be properly understood by using 
them here. 

The mileage books in question and 
method of using the same, including 
the reauirement that the mileage shall 
be pulled on the train, having been 
filed with and having at least recogni- 
tion by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, I have no difficulty in arriv- 
ing at the conclusion that as to an 
interstate journey by a passenger this 
commission has no jurisdiction to alter 
or change the same as to interstate 
passenger travel. But this comm/’'s- 
sion has wide and comprehensive au- 
thority as to intrastate travel, that 
is any journey beginning and ending 
ir: the Ilmits of the state and the two 
features of thé problem, that Is, inter- 
state on the One hand and intrastate 
on the other, are in their nature en- 
tirely sevgrable, logically and legally 
speaking,”“and may he dealt with sep-' 
arately. 
recognizeg by congress in the act cre- 
ating the interstate commerce commis- 
sion wherein it provided in the first 
section of the same: 

“That the provistons of this act shall 
not apply to transportation of pas- 
sengers or wroperty ... wholly 
within one state, etc.” 

So I think this commission may geal 
with the present problem, intrastate, 
just as if there were no such thing as 
interstate commerce or rules and laws 
governing the same. It ts a matter of 
Georgia law to be decided and deter- 
mined by. our own constitution and 
statutes and Ly the principles of the 
common law recognized and enforced 
within the territory of our own state. 


As to Reasonablieness. 


The question is not only “ts it rea- 
sonable that all railroad companies 
should require mileage ‘pulled’ on the 
train?’ but, “is it constitutional or 
legal that they should do so?” 

What is. reasonable for one company 
may be unreasonable for another, and 
the question of reasonableless varies 
always or nearly always with circum- 
stances and conditions. It may be 
reasonable for a railroad company to 
have a passenger depot or station cost- 
ing thousands or hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars at one place or locali- 
ty such as woulg be unreasonable when 
required at another. Also some pas- 
senger trains are reasonably fitted and 
require by circumstances that they 
should be so, with conditions of com- 


This principle is distinctly; 


fort and even luxury, this on the 
larger and more patronized roads; 
where revenue and the mass of travel 
render the same proper. But there 
are other roads in the country so lim- 
ited in distance and in the amount of) 
travel and revenue that the public! 
readily acquisces in a less degree of 
luxury and comfort. Some rvrilroad. 
companies set great store on having a) 
reputation for safety of their roadbed | 
and equipment and many of them espve-. 
clally strive for discipline ang good) 
manners in their employees so as to: 
invite travel by making it in every! 
way possible safe, convenient and, 
speedy. 

It is a matter of public policy that ! 
the motives operating in these mat- |; 
ters should be left free to be con- | 
trolled by competition. | 

The matter of competition relative- 
ly to railroads and all other public | 
service companies has usually been ! 
dealt with relatively to the question 
of rates. But that is bv no means all 
that there is in the principle underly- ' 
competition and the manner in 
which the constitution and laws of this 
state guarded and protected it. The 
motive for obtaining the business and 
setting the revenue therefrom rather. 
than allow the rival line to absorbd it: 
is a very powerful incentive for good 
service, running through the whole, 
domain of depot facilities, train ser- ' 
vice, manners of employees, ticket- 
handling or payment of fares and all 
else calculated to promote to comfort 
and convenience and to attract pas- 
sengers, carriers, enter into the ques- 
tion of competition just as legitimate- 
ly and properly and universally, even | 
more so than as affecting the mere 
matter of rates. 

Power Conferred tm Constitution. 


The constitution of this state, article 


4, sub-section 2, paragraph 4, Code

and as to them it is ditticult to say 
that is is clearly unreasonable for 
them to be required so to do, when 
that method, namely, “pulling” mile-’ 
age on the trains, is seo much more 
convenient to the traveling public. 
It is possible that there may be’ other 
and smaller roads, or even some of 
those who have entered into the com- 
bination as to which the mind wouid 
more readily conciude that the ex- 
change system would be reasonable 
for taem. Now | cannot get away 
from the conclusion that when a num- 
ber of them combined to adopt one 
iron-clad rule which places them. all 
on a dead level, both of duty and op- 
portunity, when undoubtedly their cir- 
cumstances and conditions are 2iffc.- 
ent, is directly in tne teeth of the 
above recited clause of the constitu- 
tion of this state. 


Formerly the Custom. 


The evidence before us shows that 
even in southwestern territory it was 
formerly quite common that miieage 
should be pulled on the train. Tais 
was so when there was no combina- 
tion or agreement on the subject which 
prevented individual action by the re- 
spective companies, and the evidence 
shows that in various parts *f the 
United States outside of southeastern 
territory mileage is still very general- 

“pulled” on the trains. Usually 
it is true mn instances where the 
proces; is 1fined to the trains of 
the company selling the mileage or its 
immediate connections or system. 

But in some instances and to quite 
a wide extent amongst well-managed 
companies even interchangeable mile- 
age Is “pulled” on tke train and the 
ticket system not required, though 
there are many instances in northern 
and western territory where §inter- 
changeable mileage can be used only 
for procuring tickets at the stations. 
There is no lamp to guide our feet bet- 
ter than that of experience. These 
companies are well managed and are 
under the control of wise and experi- 
enced men. When we ask the ques- 
tion, “Why do they or so many of thein 
allow mileage to be pulled on the 
trains?” the answer. is. inevitable—it 
is because, although attended with 
some degree of inconvenience and ex- 
pense in keeping the accounts, yet 
owing to competition it is better that 
they should do so, because if they do 
not and thereby hold out the conven- 
ience and accommodation to the public. 
the particular line thus refusing wouid 
lose the traffic and revenue, and the 
rival line, by allowing mileage to be 

pulled” on the trains would attract 
and enjoy such revenue. 


Confined to Intrastate Business, 


But without going further into ithe 
general subject, I felt constrained to 
Sive my voice in favor of requiring 
mileage to be used on the trains, or 
“pulled” by the conductors, for all in 
trastate journeys by passengers on the 
roads or cars of the company selling 
the mileage, and I made the motion 
accordingly to that effect. This was 
not agreed to by a majority of the 
commission and as the next best thing 
logically, I acquiesced in Commission- 
er Trammell’s motion which relieves 
the difficulty to a very material extent. 

I will add@ that I have the more sat- 
isfaction in the result obtained from 
the circumstance that this commission 
is a flexible body, and its action c&an 
readily and easily be amended, abro- 
gated, or improved should occasion sw 
require.

Cambridge, Mass., November %.— 
Harvard sent the Vanderbilt football 
team back to the southland today with 
a 9 to 3 defeat, but the Commodores 
left behing them a reputation for speed 
and versatility in attack and stub- 
bornness in defense that will be re- 
membered.

When the wheels 
are not jacked up and the car is alj- 
lowed to stand for any length of time 
the tires should be kept well inflated 
and the car moved occasionally, so 
that the tires do not flatten from stand- 
ing too long on one spot.

In His Campaign Addresses, Demo- 
cratic Standard-Bearer Spoke 
Feelingly of His Interest. : 


The election of Woodrow Wilson to 
the presidency of the United States 
carries with it encouragement to the 
advocates of federal aig in highway 
improvements. It insures an adminis- 


tration friendly to the efforts of the 


American Automobile association and 
other bodies who are co-operating with 
it in the work to re-establish the policy 
of rvuag building as one of the fixed 


and definite policies of the national, 


government. 

President-elect Wilson in many pub- 
lic addresses has voiced his belief in 
the wisdom of national improvement of 
means of communication, and particu- 
larly of roads, to which he specifically 
referred in his address at the American 
roads congress at Atlantic City, on 
that occasion saying, among. other 
things: 

“A nation is bound together by its 
mears of communication; and its 
means of communication create its 
thought. 

“We must more and more engage the 
government in providing the general 
facilities of‘ the common life. There 
is no breach in that of any of our older 
understandings of the functions of 
government. We have never doulbte'! 
that the government had the right to 
supply these facilities which private 
endeavor has never been expected to 
supply. Therefore we are not upon 
a new ground of theory; ave are merely 
upon a new ground of tactics. 

“The question of highways ts one of 
the few great instrumentalities of ou” 
public and our communal life with 
which the government is of necessity 
connected. I see that we must do 
what we have been backward in doing 
as compared with other nations. 

“T tell you frankly my interest in 
good roads is: not merely an interest 
in the pleasure of riding in automo- 
biles. It is not merely an interest in 
the much more important matter of 
affording farmers of this country and 
residents in villages means of ready 
access to such neighboring markets as 
they need for economic benefit. but it 
is also the interest in weaving as com- 
plicated and elaborate a net of neizh- 
borhood and state ana national opinion 
together as it is possible to weave. 
It is of the most fundamental imnor- 
tance that the United States should 
think in bie pieces, should think to- 
gether, should think ultimately as a 
whole, and I feel in my enthusiasm for 
gond rosds something of the old oppo- 
sition that there alwavs has been In 
me to anv kind of sectional feeling. 

“T believe that it is the proper func- 
tion of the government to see to it 
that the extension of all the varted 

odern knowledge about characteris- 
tices of different soils ought to be so 
extended, so carried everywhere to the 
farmer as to build up by the ald of the 
government ‘this thing that feeds us, 
and ought to continue to feed the 
world, and whenever you speak of 
that, whehever you increase what. the 
T'ntted States ts doing, you must im- 
mediately increase the facilities of the 

tea States for handling what it 
has made after it has made it. You 
cannot rationally increase the pros- 
nerity of this country without increas-

The London and Boston scales will be 
recommended for Atlanta, and if coun- 
cil adépts the report a committee from 
the cham er of commerce will go before 
the Gieorgia railroad commission to ask 
for a iaw to put gas companies in 
Jeorgia under the jurisdiction of the 
commission, 

London adonted a sliding scale in 
1875, and since that time it has ap- 
Plieq to 211 companies out vf 437 op- 
erating in Great Britain and Ireland 
The sl.ding scale benefits not only the 
consumer by gradual reductions, but 
also allows tie stgckholders a wider 
margin of dividend. The London com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the 
sliding scale recommended that the 
standard price for gas be ninety cents 
per thousand, ang the standard divi- 
dend 7 per cent, with the allowance 
of an additional 1 per cent dividend 
for every five -cents reduction. In 
other words, the gas company was al- 
lowed to increase its dividends 1 per 
cent every time it declared a five-cent 
reduction in favor of the consumer. 

The committee reported that the 
consumers were willing that a 10 per 
cent dividend be declared if the com- 
pany granted a rate of seventy-five. 
sents per thousand. The New York 
legislature appointed a committee to 
make an investigation of the Londou 
sliding scale, and it make a recom- 
mendation for a law allowing for a 
seventy-five cent minimum rate. 

Boston Gets Benefits. 

Boston was the first American city 
to try out the London scale, and in 
1906 consumers got a ninety-cent rate, 
and the Boston Consolidated Gas com- 
pany deciared a 7 per cent dividend 
to its stockholders. In 1907 the rate 
Was reduced to eighty-five cents and 
the stockholders received a dividend 
of 8 per cent, and In 1908 a still further 
reduction to eighty cents was granted 
and the stockholders received a divi- 
deng of 9 per cent. 

At this time Boston consumers are 
getting gas at eighty cents per thou- 
sand, and the stockholders are getting 
a dividend of 9 per cent. 

The standard of quality is not fixed 
by the amount of sulphur or other 
quantities used in the manufacture, 
but by the number of heat units to 
every foot of gus. 

City Electrician Turner says he is 
going to ask for a reduction of 20 per 
cent for Atlanta consumers. He says 
the rate is excessive, and should be 
regulated under a sliding scale. At- 
lanta has Leen paying $1.10 per thou- 
sand for gas for nearly twenty years. 
A rebate of 10 per cent ts granted if 
the b!)! is pald within ten days after 
the first of each’month. . 

The chamber of commerce is joining 
with the city electrician for a lower 
rate. The ‘intention of the committee 
is to have the Georgia railrvag cusm- 
mission take up the matter and have 
a law passed at the next session of th: 
general assembly authorizing the com. 
mission to assume jurisdiction in the 
matter of regulating gas companics 
fixing a standard for the quality of 
gas. Massachusetts has a law similar 
te tre one proposed in Georgia, and ts 
operating for the good -f both con- 
sumer and stockholder.

IVE and twenty years a Dicken- 
F sian, and always a resident of 
Rochester, Edwin Harris, official 
antiquarian of the city, has been. He 
is a famous man, the author of twenty- 
two historical penny pamphlets about 
Rochester and its. neighborhood and 
also of half'a dozen 5 shilling histori- 
cal novels. He Is proud of the fact that 
he has a Dickensian name, though it 


be that of the inevitable friend of 


Mrs..Gamp. . . a 

He is short and stout, and ever has 
been, so_ that, years ago he got the 
name of the “Fat Boy.” Dingley Dell, 
the home of that immortal sleper, Mr. 
Harrig has identified; it is a near Ro- 
chester. 

When Mr. Harris was a child his 
nurse took him to Rochester bridge, 
and he put his head through the _rafl- 
ing. When ‘he tried to draw it back 
his ears were tn the way, and he yelled 
us if he were being murdered. 

A gentleman coming along put his 
hands through the ralling, pressed the 
small boy’s ears snugly to his head, 
and then invited him to draw his head 
out. 

Mr. Harris says he never forgets a 
face, and a dozen years later, when he 
was taking tea in Gray’s inn in Lon- 
don, he saw passing hig rescuer and 
exclaimed: “Who is ,that man pas- 
ing?” He was told that the person 
was Charles Dickens.

Dickens would have put so whole 
souled and plain a man with so 
mighty an enthusiasm into a book. I, 
fortunately, had heard of this Dick- 
ens guide before I went to Rochesten 
but he could not escort me about, yet 
more fortunately for me, the Rochestér 
branch of the Dickens Fellowship club 
was having one of its monthly ex- 
cursions on that day, as I learned with- 
in five minutes after my <arrival. 1 
was invited to join the excursionists. 

The announcement of the meeting 
read: “Dear Dickensians: The last 
sumer meeting wil take place on 
Wednesday next, consisting of a tour 
around Dickensian Chatham, under the 
leadership of our honorable official 
guide, Mr. Edwin Harris.

Mr. Barris says that the grewsome 
Mr. Dolloby,« to whom the stiff and 
footsore little boy tried to sell his 
jacket next morning, had his place on 
The Brook, which was an open krook 
in Dickens’ time, but now is covered 
over and a tram-runs along it. The 
Dickens house its a registered lodging 
house, and the sign right besidg it 
says: “Beds at 4 pence.” \

At all the places where we stopped 
Mr. Harris expounded Dickens’ con- 
nections and read descriptions from 
the great novelist's works. Nothing 
ever seemed funnier, when read on the 
ground, than the description of what 
happened :to Mr. Pickwick at the re- 
view. 

This club of Rochester has a special 
Dickensian punch, which it drinks at 
its annual Dickens banquet (no man In 
the world has been responsible for 
more banquets than Dickens, and he 
will continue to be -responsille for 
them), but it was not accessible, and 
Mrs. Harris gave me the following 
100-year-old recipe, which she thinks 
may be the cold punch Mr. Pick wick 
partook of on a time: 

Milk Punch.—Two quarts of water, 
one quart of milk, one-half pint of 
lemon juice, one quart of brandy, sugar 
to taste. Put the milk and water to- 
gether a little warm; then add the 
sugar and lemon juice. Stir well to- 
gether: add the brandy. Stir again, 
and run.it through a flannel bag till 
it is fine. Then bottle it. This will 
keep a fortnight or more.

Matters of great urgency will be 
presented at this convention of the 
synod, During the past biennium two 
theological] seminaries have been 
built, one in Columbia, 8. C., and the 
other at Kumamoto, Japan, at a cost 
approxinmiating $60,000 each; but there 
is pressing need for the enlargement 
of both plants, which will doubtiess 
be met at this time The total gifts 
to foreign missions during the past 
two years have aggregated $104,000 

During the past two decades about 
$1,250,000 has been expended on the 
educational institutions in the south. 
it is expected that this synod wiil 
create a board of education that wiil 
look to the co-ordination of all these 
schools into one great system. 

The cause of inner missions, em- 
bracing all the activities of Christian 
social service, will command large at- 
tention. This work has its headyquar- 
ters in Olympia, Columbia, S. C., and 
is under the direction of Dr. C. KE, 
Weltner. A training school for deacon- 
esses and settlement workers is under 
advisement, 
¢ direat Browth ciseres. 

“During the twenty-six years. of its 
separate existence the united synud 
has grow. from a membership of 
18,000 to exceed 50,000. The several 
hundred aelegates ‘will come from 
eight district synods, representing as 
many states. In addition, there will be 
fraternal delegates from the northern 
und western hudies, notably the Gen- 
eral Synod and the General Council of 
North America. 

Administrative and executive ses- 
sions will be held in the mornings and 
ulternoons, and each evening aduresses 
will be made on special themes. The 
program is as follows:

PRESIDENT TAFT SAVES 
OIL LANDS OF INDIANS 


Washington, November 9.—President 
Taft today sustained the action of the 
department of the interior in cancel- 
ing leases entered into by the tribal 
council of the five civilized tribes of 
Indians with the Uncle Sam Oil com- 
pany, of Oklahoma, for several hun- 
dred thousand acres of oil land owned 
by the Indians. The oll company ap- 
pealed to the president, but lost their 
case. Secretary of the Interior Fisher 
said after the hearing that bids for 
leases of the same land in smaller 
quantities than those made out to the 
Uncle Sam company. would be opened 
in Oklahoma next week. 


HAILSTONES FELL 
AS BIG AS HEN EGGS 


New Orleans, November 9.—An expe- 
rience last Wednesday in a hail storm 
on the Mississippi river, when the 
hail stones “were as big as hen eggs”

Carrollton, Ga., November 9.—(Spe- 
cial.) —On Wednesday, November 20, 
the forty-sixth session of the North 
Georgia annual conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, will 
convene here to continue in session 
daily until the 25th. This is one of 
the largest conferences in Methodism, 
embracing all- of Georgia north of a 
line drawn from West Point througn 
Thomaston, Milledgeville and Thomson 
to Augusta. 
important’ yearly* event to the Meth- 
odists of this section and is always 
largely attended shed poth preachers 
and laymen. 

North Georgia Methodism has a 
membership of 117,000 with 814 houses 
of worship and 222 parsonages. The 
total property value is over $3,300,000. 
There are ten educational institutions 
owned by the conference, which are 
valued at $1,000,000, and which enroll 
yearly upwards of 3.000 students. Two 
of these, Emory and Wesleyan, are 
held jointly With the south Georgia 
conferénce. 7° 

There are .315 conference preachers, 
of whom eléven are presiding elders, 
forty-eight superannuates and six 
supernumeraries. There are also 273 
iocal preachers, forty of whom are do- 
ing regular work. When the conference 
is called to order there will be about 
four ~hundred: preachers and~ delegates 
in attendance, 

Bishop James H. McCoy, of Birming- 
ham, Ala., will preside, this being his 
first appearance as a bishop before a 
Georgia conference. He is the young- 
est bishop of the church and was 
elected to the episcopacy at the last 
general conference held in Asheville, 
N. C.,. in 1910. He is a brilllant and 
forceful preacher and his presidency 
is jooked forward to with much satis- 
faction by the preachefs. 

There are eleven districts in north 
Georgia, each one superintended by a

These districts are as 
follows: Athens district, Rev. B. P. 
Allen, D.D.; Atlanta, Rev. W. P. Love- 
joy, D.D.; Augusta, Rev. J. H. Eakes, 
D.D.; Dalton, Rev. W. T. Irvine; El- 
berton, Rev. T,. J. Ohristian; Gaines- 
ville, Rev. L. G. Johnston, D.D.; Grif- 
fin, Rev. Fletcher Walton, D.D.; La- 
Grange, Rev. W. L. Pierce; Marietta, 
Rev. Joel.

J. W. Quillilan; Rome, Rev. W. B. Dil- 
lard. Among these presiding elders 
there is not expected to be any change 
Nine of them are now serving their 
first year on their respective districts; 
Dr. Johnston is finishing his third 
year at Gainesville and Rev. J. W. 
Quillian his second at Uxford. 

Under Methodist polity each is given 
a Charge for one year and he may be 
returned to the same charge for four 
consecutive years. He may be moved 
at the close of any year, but he must 
be moved at the end of the fourth 
year. This practice causes many 
changes to be made at each confer- 
ence, for when one pastor is changed, 
half a dozen more may be changed be- 
fore a proper adjustment is made. This 
year there are seven pastors complet- 
ing terms of four years each. They 
are: Rev. A. B. Sanders, .of Little 
River; Rev. M. L. Underwood, of Nel- 
lie Dodd and South Atlanta; Rev. R. F. 
Eakes, of First church, Elberton; Rev. 
T. C. Hughes, of Blairsville; Rev. R. B. 
O. England, of Thomaston; Rev. H. A. 
Winstead, of Morganton, and Rev. W. 
P. King, of Lithonia. Besides these 
there are twenty-nine pastors who are 
completing their third year and among 
these there will probably be many 
changes. Seventy-eight have served 
two years and 151 one year. These 
figures show that last year there were 
150 changes. 

The mortality among the preachers 
has been greater this year than it has 
for the past twenty years, and some 
of the best and most efflicent workers 


have been called from the scenes of 
their earthly labors. For them the 
conference will hold a memorial serv- 
ice, at which tributes will be paid to 
their life’s work. Ten in all have 
passed away, and most of these were 
men rich in service and ripe in years. 
Among them were Rev. Marion H. 
Eakes, Rev. Thomas A. Seals, Rev. 
Robert A. Seale, Rev. James A. Rosser 
and Rev. E. G. Murrah, all of whom 
were superannuates awaiting the final 
summons. Rev. W. P. Turner fell on' 
the foreign field in Japan; Rev. G. W. | 
Farr and Rev. W. B. Bonnell were 
called one from the pulpit and the 
Other from the classrvom. The un- 
timely death of Dr. M. L. Troutman, 
while vet in the full vigor of his pow- 
ers as pastor of First church, Athens, 
was a great loss to the church, and 
Dr. M. J. Cofer, long known and loved 
as one of Methodism’s militant gen- 
erals, ceased suddenly both to labor 
and to live at the same hour. These| 
men leave gaps in the ranks it will be 
difficult to fill. 

The host of the conference is Rev. 
R. A. Edmondson, now serving his sec- 
ond year at the First church, Carroll- 
ton. He is a minister of wide experi- 
ence, great executive ability and lov- 
able personality and will make a 
splendid host. The people of Carroll-! 
ton of al] creeds have opened their 
homes to the delegates and under the 
leadership of the pastor and an enter- 
prising entertainment committee are 
doing everything to give the confer- 
ence a warm reception. The handsome 
church edifice will afford ample ac- 
commodation. Many important and in- |; 
teresting questions will come before 
the conference as well as the regular 
routine work. The most important of 
all is the placing of the preachers for 
the ensuing, year, which is done in se- 
cret session by the bishop and the 
presiding elders and announced just 
ieee adjourmment on the last day. 


SUBJECT OF RURAL CREDITS 
DISCUSSED BY PRES. BARRETT 


Union City, Ga., November 6.—(Spe- 
cial. )—President Charles S. Barrett has 
written the following card on the sub- 
ject of rural credits to the officers ani¢ 
members of the Farmers’ union: 

“Discussion the country over 1s rag- 
ing around the subject of rural cred- 
its. At the outset, I want to say I 
have made some investigation of the 
matter, that I belleve a modified sys- 
tem of rural credits feasible in Ameri- 
ca, that I am convinced the time has 
come for action and not merely talk. 
and that rural credits may. be used 
to stem the tendency toward land- 
lordism which I know to be one ot 
the gravest menaces facing this na- 
tion. ) 

“There is ttle use for me to dwell 
upon the various plans offered wherc- 
by some system of rural credits can 
be made effectual. It is only essen- 
tial to say that the Raiffeisen and 
other plans have been followed in Ger- 
many and ocher old-world countries 
with signal success for more than a 
century. It is possible, under one of 
these plans, for a number of farmers 
in a given community to become mu- 
tually responsible for loans extended 
to their respective members. It is 
also possible for rural credits to be 
materialized by constituting the land 
itself the basis of loans—and that the 
plan is meritorious and economically 
sound for the simple reason that in 
the last analysis the soil is the source 
of all wealth. 

“The International Institute of agri- 
culture in Rome, under the direction 
of David Lubin, has made thorougn 
inquiry into all these plans, and if 
any American iarmer desires detailed 
information Mr. Lubin will be glad to 
furnish it. 

Men te Back Matter. 

“? want to stress right now to ev- 
ery farmer in this country who is 
talking excitedly about “plans” and 
who thinks that all that is necessary 
to succeed with rural credits or any- 
thing else is to find “pluns’—that 
there are plans galore. What is neev- 
ed right pow is men bold enough and 
with sufficient initiative in every com- 
munity to carry thes pl pea exe- 
cution, and to. do it:in. th aie "is- 
couragement. cifficulties an “sacrifice 
of time and health, if that is neces- 


sary. 
“It is just as well, therefore, to step 


worrying so much about ‘plans’ and 
think more about how we are going 


to find the men to execute the plans, 


not just for one week, but right on to 
the end of the chapter. 

“It is necessary to remember, how- 
over, that Germany, is a country of 
thickly settled, small communities, and 
that the plans which have proved ad- 
visable there may have to be altered to 
take into account separation of agri- 
cultural units in America. This process 
resolves itself, however, into a mat- 
ter og detail and the main portion of 
the task is, as I have stated, the lo- 


cating and training of men to carrv; 


into effect any system of rural credits 
that may be devised, whether under 
governmenta! or private supervision. 

“Now, to the second feature, that 
of landlordism in America. I believe 
that a perfected system of rural cred- 
its can do much to overcome or at 
least lessen this evil. If you doubt 
that it exists, I only ask that you in- 
vestigate in your own neighborhood as 
to the number cf men who own their 
farms, and as to the number of acres 
wile or cultivated, owned by an ab- 
sentee landlord. 

Eviis of Landlordism. 

“After all is said, it remains that 
America 1s a land the prosperity and 
progress of which are founded on az- 
riculture. If we allow to form in this 
country a class of controlling land- 
owners, and a corresponding class of 
tenants subject to these landlords, we 
create a system that is the direct op- 
posite of democratic government, and 
that will eventually lead to a condi- 
tion of land monopoly beside which the 
problems of the so-called high cost of 
living and other muchly-agitated is- 
sues will dwindle to insignificance. l 
was astonished when, in conversation 
recentiy with Professor E. C. Bran- 
son of Athens, Ga, he gave me fig- 
ures relating to Georgia alone of ab- 
sentee ownership which are almost iIn- 
credible. Had not the figures been 
based on conditions of which I am 
personally aware, I weuld have doubt- 
ed them. 

“Uniess it is checked, ownership of 
the land Dy a few in each community 
is going to strangle individual initia- 
tive and collective prosperity in Ame-~ 
fea. If cvery farmer, every Ammaclbaan: 
who reads these I!nes and who is g#n- 
uinely concerned for his individual] 
welfare and that-of the country, wiil 
deliberately study these conditions I 
have outitned, he will be convinced as 


to the need and the duty of securing 


leaders who will materialize rural 
credits or any other sdéund, proven

GEORGIANS WERE AFRAID 
TO BUY FINE CATTLE 


Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, state veterina- 
rian, in charge of the tick eradication 
work for the state of Georgia, has just 
returned to the state capitol from Au- 
gusta, where, he states, that the fine 
exhibits of cattle on show there had to 
be shipped back from Georgia, because. 
of the cattle tick in this state which 
would have killed them. 
| “There was as fine an exhibit of Dur- 
‘ham Shorthorns at the Augusta fair 
and of Aberdeen Angus cattle at the 
Macon fair as I have’'ever seen in my 
life,” said Dr. Bahnsen. ‘Et is just the 
kind of beef cattle that will have to be 
.raised in Georgia, if the cattie raisers 
ever expect to make a@y money; but 
this fine cattle can’t be raised here 
successfully until the*® cattle tick is 
driven from this state. 

“The Aberdeen cattle were raised in 
Tennessee and the Durham In Indiana. 
Each lot was for sale, but the buyers 
‘were afraid to risk their purchase on 
account of the tick. It is through 
ralsing and selling this class of high- 
grade beef cattle that the western 
raiser has it on the southern raisers. 

“The western cattle raiser can buy 
our cotton seed meal and hulls,’ pay 
the freight on them and feed them td 
their cattle and make a profit besides. 
Here we have the meal and hulls, with- 
out freight, but can't raise the cattle 
because of the tick.”

OF MONUMENT TO JOHNSTON 


On Thursday afternoon, October 24, 
when the-vei] was thrown from the 
monument to General Joseph E. John- 
ston in the city of Dalton, Ga., a 
worthy honor was p..id the hero, and 
& work of years by the Bryan M. 
Thomas chapter of the Daughters of 
the Confederacy happily culminated. 

The unveiling was a scene long to 
be remembered by the thousands pres- 
ent. The lavish display of color and 
flags voiced the lovaity and patriot- 
ism of the gouth. There were groups 
of gray-haired veterans gathered once 
more under the shadow of the old 
burned and tattereq confederate flag 
under whicu they had fought; Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, some mere 
girls, whose love of the south bubbles 
over with the spirit of youch, and 
others old widows who lIpved the 
south best since they gave it their 
best gifts. There were happy-hearted 
school children, boy scouts, Sons of 
Veterans, distinguished visitors from 
many large cities, in fact, every Class 
of people, drawn together b ya com- 
mon cause, -he love of the southland, 
and, in the center, the handsome statue 
of General Joseph E. Johnston, in 
whose honor they were gathered,

Old Melodies Heard. | 

When the crowd was seated the old 
familiar southern melodies, dear to ev- 
ery southern heart, were played“by the 
Chattanooga Municipal band. A prayer 
was offered by Dr. W. R. Foote, pas- 
tor of the First Metn. ist Episcopal 
church, which was followed by an 
original ode to Joansion by Mr. Rob- 
ert Loveman, Georgia's poet f and 
reader, which was excellent. How 
Firm a Foundation,’ the favorite 
hymn of Johnston, was sung by the 
entire crowd, led by the band, and 
was most impressive. 

Colonel W. C. Martin then, in a few 
cle *-cut sentences, introduced the 
speaker, Hon. Moses .-right, of Rome, 
whose oratory and eloquence held his 
immense audience’ spelibound. He 
gave a brief outline of Johnstons 
military career; his sacrifice of per- 
sonal ambition, for the south’ his bril- 
liant military genius suown in the re- 
treat from Dalton to“ Atlanta. Mr. 
Wright spoke fuilv of *is war history, 
his undeserved removal from office, his 
reinstatement by General Lee and his 
brave work for the confederacy to the 
end: the treaty betwe.n him and Sher- 
man, and, above all, the personal pu- 
rity and integrity of his character and 
his life and consideration for his men. 
He praised in eloquent terms the ef- 
forts of tue Dalton chapter to do jus- 
tice to the memory of the great leader 
and hero. 

The monument, then, in all its beau- 
ty and grandeur of granite and bronze 
was unveiled by little Miss Luescylia 
Thomas, granddaughter of General 
Bryan M. Thomas, for whom the Dal- 
ton chapter was named. The monu- 
ment has a base of Georgia granite 
in the form of a semi-circle, rising in 
three tiers, which diminish in size un- 
til the block of granite on which the 
statue stands is reached. On each 
side are large wings extending, hand- 
somely carved in laurel leaves. At 
the front of the stone on which the 
statue rests is inscribed the following, 
directly under a laurel wreath:

PULL MILEAGE ON TRAINS SAYS 
THE GA. RAILROAD COMMISSION 


Decision Handed Down Saturday Gives Traveling Men Ali They Should Ask 
for Now—Commission’s Decision a Wise One and Relieves 
Trade of a Serious Restraint. 


Commercial travelers can rejoice, for their prayer has been heard. The 
Georgia railroad commission gave the petition filed to pull mileage on 
trains some months since the most careful consideration and investigated 
ali the facts. The result is just what was to be expected when all the facts 
are taken into consideration. Here is the decision as handed cown: 


“Resolved, That all railroads selling mileage or penny scrip books are 


hereby required on and after February 1, 1913, to pull same on trains of 
companies selling same when presented by holders for transportation be- 


tween points wholly in the state of Georgia, except where passengers board 
trains in cities of 10,000 population or more, according to the United States 
census of 1910, in which places mileage or penny scrip shall be changed 
for tickets.” 

Commissioners Candler and Gray handed in a dissenting opinion. 

As it is at the smaller stations that the exchange of mileage for tickets 
has been most burdensome to the salesmen, this decision affords really atl 
the relief that can be expected for the first round. 

The victory is a great one for the traveling men, but with this victory 
comes responsibilities. While it is true the roads had to be forced to do 
a plain duty to their best patrons, still this should be forgotten and the 
salesmen should join with the roads to protect and promote their best 


interests. 

The relations of the salesmen and carriers are very close. 
work in harmony in developing the country and building up its resources. 
Unless the roads do the unexpected thing and attempt in some way to 
retaliate—which is not to be considered—every loyal traveling man will 
show the roads that this order of the Georgia railroad commission will be 
vastly to the henefit of the railroads.

We had, last week, a lesson in political economy which ought to arouse 
a sentiment over this broad land from ocean to ocean. The fact was 
pointed out last Tuesday editorially in The Constitution. A LARGER PER- 
CENTAGE OF THE VERY BEST QUALIFIED VOTERS IN THE UNITED 
STATES ARE DISFRANCHISED. 

: Commercial travelers are the best qualified voters, for, first, they are 
big, broad men; second, they have the best interest of the country at 
heart, for, if prosperity fails, the salesman, of all, feels it most; and, third, 
these salesmen are the best posted of all men, since they are daily thrown 
in direct contact with the merchants, who are generally the leaders 
in every community. Besides this, the salesman meets, in his travels, 
other than the merchants, & large number of people. 

How are traveling men disfranchised? 

Because elections come on Tuesdays and to rema‘'n at home to vote 
means the loss of nearly a whole week. It is Wednesday before they 
can get into the territory, and then to get straightened out for business 
after the excitement of an active election, that day will be practically 
lost, and as Saturday is a poor day for business, the week is lost in 
the main. 

If Saturday were made election day this would be obviated, and Monday 
would be dec dedly preferable to Tuesday. 
this change to accommodate the salesmen, and thus secure them this valu- 
able franchise. : 

Some may argue that, like any other .citizen, the salesman could 
return to his home to cast his ballot.
